On May 23rd, 1894, the State Central 


Committee of the Silver party met in 
Reno. Fifty-four representative men 
from all parts of the State attended 
the meeting. These men were formerly 
identified with the old parties and 
many of them had been conspicuous in 
Republican and Democratic councils. 
They left those parties because of their 
double-dealing with the silver ques- 
tion, and pledged their best efforts to 
prevent the electoral vote of the Sov- 
ereign State of Nevada from being 
ever cast for any candidate for Presi- 
dent who is not unequivocally in favor 
of the free coinage of silver at the his- 
torical American ratio. This commit- 
tee issued an address to the people of 
Nevada, which, among other things, 
asserts : 


We have witnessed for more than a 
quarter of a century the struggles of 
the two great political parties for power 
and 
plunder, while grievous wrongs 


have been inflicted on a suffering peo- 
ple, and for the last twenty years they 
have boen playir.7 *he tariff game with 
the protection i .'^ledoor and 
free 
trade shuttlecock to direct public at- 
tention from the anaconda coils of de- 
monetization, which siry sqeezing out 
the life of all the industries of the 
people. 


The gold bug press of the State has 


been vainly endeavoring to make it 
appear that the " battledoor and shut- 
tlecock" game has not been played 
with the tariff by the high priests of 
the old parties in Congress, but to 
prove the truth of the assertion, it is 
not necessary to go back more than a 
few days. Last week the sugar sche- 
dule of the proposed new tariff bill was 
before the United States Senate. The 
Democrats proposed to protect the 
sugar industry by a duty of 40 percent, 
ad valorem on all sugar and an addi- 
tional protective tariff of one-tenth of 
a cent per pound on refined sugar. The 
liepublicaiis assumed the role of free 
traders, and, with the exception of Per- 
kins of California, Manderson of Ne- 
braska and Quay of Pennsylvania, 
voted to put sugar on the free list. 
Porkics and Manderson voted to pro- 
tect sugar because it is produced in the 
States they represent, and Quay is said 
to have voted for it because Gorman of 
Maryland, one of the Democratic lead- 
ers, agreed to protect iron, steel and 
coal. 


Is not that iu itself, without further 


reference to the records of Congress, 
sufficient proof of the truth of what 
the Silver Committee asserted? Does 
it not show that the parties are playing 
not only battledoor and shuttlecock, 
but a regular thimblerig. a now-you- 
see-it-and-now-you-dou't game with the 
tariff? On one schedule the Republic- 
ans are protectionists and the Demo- 
crats free traders, while on others the 
Democrats are protectionists and the 
Republicans free traders. The game is 
to keep the people divided on tariff 
feohodules so that Wall Street can con- 
trol the financial policy of the country, 
whichever party is in power, and un- 
fortunately there are a few persons in 
Nevada who encourage the deception, 
though fully aware of its object.

CONGRESSIONAL 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Important Bills Introduced. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—In the Senate 


Senator White introduced a bill pro- 
viding that no patent shall issue to any 
person or corporation for any land 
granted by the terms of the Act of 
July 1,1862, by which the Pacific Road 
was incorporated, until all bonds is- 
sued by the United States on account 
of such road and interest on same be 
fully paid. 


Senator Hoar introduced a bill to 


release the estate of the late Senator 
Stanford from the claim of the United 
States on account of Central Pacific 
debts. 


A Murderess Sentenced. 


SAN FBANCISCO, June 9.—Mrs. Jane 


Shattuck was today sentenced by Judge 
Belcher to imprisonment for life for 
the murder of Harry G . Poole. The 
Judge denied a motion for a new trial 
but granted a stay of execution for one 
week. Mrs Shattuck killed Pool be- 
cause he refused to marry her daugh- 
ter, Truly, on demand. 


A Tinplate Company Fails. 


WILKINSBUBG, Pa., June 9.—Judg- 


ments aggregating $8,477 have been 
entered against the McKinley Tin Plate 
Company of this place. The company 
was chartered June 8,1892, with a capital 
of $50,000. 


WOKSE THAN TAMMANY. 


A professor in one of the principal 


colleges of Philadelphia lectured in 
that city a few nights ago on municipal 
reform. He astonished some honest 
citizens and complimented the city 
officials by declaring that the best or- 
ganised gang of thieves that ever ex- 
isted, plunder the Treasury of the City 
of Brotherly Love. 


The palm for plundering the Treas- 


ury was accorded Boss Tweed of New 
York City some years ago. He robbed 
the taxpayers, bribed Legislatures and 
courts, and for years held undisputed 
control of all 
departments of the 


city government. Finully forbearance 
ceased to be a virtue; the people were 
aroused, and under the leadership of 
Samuel J. Tildeu and other eminent 
men, declared war against Tammany 
and sent its chief, William M. Tweed, 
to Sing Sing Prison. 


Boss Shepherd, who Lad been ob- 


serving Tweed's methods, introduced 
them in the city of Washington. As 
that city is under the special guardian- 
ship of Congress and appropriations 
were made from the United States 
Treasury 
for 
city improvements, 


Shepherd run things with a high hand. 
While enriching himself and the gang 
associated with him, he improved the 
streets of Washington. Fine thorough- 
fares 
with flagged sidewalks 
were 


buiit into the suburbs where Congress- 
men owned lots. As that improved 
the value of their property, the Repre- 
sentatives of the people cheerfully ap- 
propriated public money to be ex- 
pended under the direction of Shep- 
herd. 


But in one of those tidal waves of 


indignation 
which sweep over the 


country periodically, the Congressmen 
who understood "addition, division 
and silence " were not returned. Man 
who knew not Shepherd dominated 
the House of Representatives, an in- 
vestigation was made, much crooked- 
r.rns exposed, and Shepherd, fearing 
I :e fate of Tweed, became a volun- 
tary exile. In Mexico he engaged in 
pursuits which were almost as pro- 
fitable as handling the public money 
at Washington, and two or three years 
ago he visited that city and was given 
an ovation, though he appropriated 
and squandered more of other people's 
money than Tweed.

he speaks, Tweed and Shepherd were 


in the art of stealing compared

KEJKD'H BAIT FOR SILVER TOTES. 


It May Catch Suckers, but Genuine Sil- 


ver Men Will Not Nibble at It. 


CAXDELABIA, June 7,1894. 


EDITOR JOURNAL :—There seems to be 


great rejoicing in the "Silver Repub- 
lican 
>1 journals on account of ex2 


Speaker Reed's article in the Fortnightly 
Review, championing silver for the 
avowed reason " that cheap silv r is an 
effective stimulus to Asiatic ports, and 
this being the case we have got to con- 
sider silver and the tariff, not as two 
issues, but as one." 


Has Mr. Reed just found that out? 
Governor McKinley of Ohio spoke at 


Boston, Massachusetts, at a gathering 
of Republicans on the 24th day of No- 
vember last, after the Republican vic- 
tories in the elections then just passed 
as follows: 


"This year, in this State, as in Ohio, 


politics was business, and politics 
unitedly triumphed. It wusdiscovered 
that business rests on confidence and 
certainty; and industry is only the 
agency to meet the wants of man. 
While the wants of mankind are the 
great factors iu our industrial pros- 
perity, the ability to gratify these 
wants is essential. * * There can be 
but one of two results to follow the in- 
troduction of free trade or a revenue 
tariff. 
Either domestic production 


will be diminished, or the ways of 
labor 
will diminish, or both; , and 


either or both are results which should 
meet prompt condemnation from the 
great body of American people." 


Regarding the above as good doctrine, 


I directed a letter to Governor McKin- 
ley quoting the above, and asked him 
to let me know whether he included 
the silver miner among those whose 
industry and wages should not be di- 
minished, and I received an evasive 
reply. Mr. Reed sees fit now to con- 
nect the tariff and silver into one issue. 
This will afford a choice of candidates 
at the National Republican Convention 
in 1896—Mr. Harrison, an international 
bimetallist, passively and tamely wait- 
ing for English and American bankers 
to set the ratio; Mr. Reed, an aggres- 
sive international bimetallist on the 
plan of John Sherman, and Mr. McKin- 
ley, no bimetallist at all. 


I need not add that on the tariff 


question they are all sound. In class- 
ing Mr. Reed with John Sherman I am 
guided by the similarity of the action 
of the two gentlemen on the passage of 
the Sherman Purchase act, and also on 
the repeal of it. 


To think that the author of an act 


should introduce a bill for the repeal 
of the same, because the opposition de- 
nounces that act, ought to ostracise 
the repealer forever. 


The Democrats denounced the Re- 


publican legislation, known as the 
Sherman act of 1890, as a "cowardly 
makeshift;" quickly you see Mr. Sher- 
man introduce a bill to repeal it, and 
Mr. Reed puts his seal to the Demo- 
cratic denunciation in a foreign Review 
in the following language: 


" You recognize, of course, that the 


position has entirely changed in the 
past six months. The previous enor- 
mous compulsory monthly purchase of 
silver, a most vicious proceeding, went far 
to confuse men's minds." 


Mr. Reed acknowledges that in the 


confusion he voted for the enactment 
of the bill, but he >*egained his ideas 
when the Democrats denounced the 
bill as a makeshift; aud upon regaining 
his senses he voted for the repeal of it. 
I wonder if he is not trying to get even 
on the silver men. He is putting up a 
dose. It has already begun to rattle 
the brains of some of those so-called 
Silver Republicans. They are pointing 
with pride to the mass of confusion 
that Reed is putting up, nicely packed 
and labeled, " sure bait to catch silver 
votes with in the Presidential campaign 
in 1896." He may catch some suckers, 
but genuine silver men will not even 
nibble.

Them at Conner Meadows. 


The JOUBNAL is informed by James 


May berry that arrangements are being 
made to commence the erection of ex- 
tensive ice works at Donner Meadows. 
These meadows are situated on the 
Central Pacific Railroad between Don- 
ner Lake and Truckee. Captain Joe 
Marzen of Lovelock owns the meadows, 
which are especially adapted for the 
purpose intended — the making and 
storage of ice. The meadows are sit- 
uated high up on the eastern elope of 
the Sierra Nevada, where a good ice 
crop is insured every season. 
The 


location is convenient to the railroad 
and ice houses will be built so that the 
ice when stored can be loaded directly 
into the cars at the least possible ex- 
pense for handling. 


The promoters of the enterprise are 


men of means. They will build ex- 
tensive ponds and erect store houses of 
40,000* tons capacity.

"Dealing in human hair ia a peculiar 


business,'' said the ptoprietor of a -wig- 
niaking establishment to a reporter. 
•"People do not understand the ins and 
outs of a business that must on its face 
geem BO simple. 
1 'The mere matter of obtaining hair 


with which to make wigs, switches and 
other hairwork to adorn heads poorly 
favored by nature seema easy, but it is 
tot so. We have to exercise the greatest 
care in buying hair, it being absolutely 
necessary to know from what source it 
has been obtained. A great deti,l of hair 
comes from the ash barrels and garbage 
piles. You can see that material of this 
kind would not be at all desirable, yet 
people often wonder why one wig costs 
fuur times as much as another when in 
appearance both are the same. 


"Tho bource from which the hair is 


obtained has a great deal to do in deter- 
mining .he price of the goods. If hair 
has be- n cat form a fever patient, the 
price it ked is considerably lower than 
if it had been cut from the head of a 
healthy person. 
Hair retains disease 


germs longer than anything else. That 
this is appreciated is shown by the fact 
that even after hair found in uncertain 
places has been put through the severe 
cleansing process to which all the ma- 
terial used is subjected, still it does not 
command the same price as the healthy 
article. One would think that this proc- 
ess would kill all disease germs, but it 
does not seem to increase the value of 
such hair. 
"When hair is collected, it is thrown 


into vats of boiling water, where it is 
left to boil for a considerable time. 
After that it is put through a chemical 
preparation, 
and then, after 
being 


combed out and sorted in sizes, it is 
laid away for a year. We never use any 
hair that has not been treated at least a 
year .Each box is marked with the date 
cm which the hair was treated, the 
place from which it came, etc., so that 
we have a full history of every bit of 
hair iu stock. 
"Wo meet some peculiar people in 


our business. 
You would soon be con- 


vinced that women cannot claim exclu- 
sive title to vanity.

the Lonely Grave of Little Ruth, Which 


Was Cared for by Some Kindly Hand 
For Thirty-five Years—A Mother's Awful 
Grief Almost Alone In the Forest. 
In the yoor 1829 a steady stream of 


immigration was flowing into the terri- 
tory of Michigan. The ever restless peo- 
ple" of the east had heard wonderful sto- 
ries of the abundance of game and great 
fertility of soil to be found in the new 
territory, and the sturdy, adventure- 
some farmers of rocky New England 
were pushing their way westward, with 
the hope of finding the El Dorado of 
their dreams. 
Detroit, at this time, was a sight to 


behold. Its streets were thronged with 
the covered wagons of tho immigrants. 
Hunters and Indians, half breeds and 
soldiers were mingled in a chaotic mass. 


Among the great throng of home seek- 


ers that left Detroit on the 3d day of 
May, 1829, were~James Harris, hiswifo 
and year old baby. Young Harris had 
put all of his earthly possessions into a 
covered wagon, aud bidding goodby tc 
friends and relatives had joined that 
endless stream of home seekers that were 
pushing their way into the wilderness 
of Michigan, hoping by their energy 
and perseverance to build up a home for 
themselves and an inheritance for their 
children. 
The road westward from Detroit fol- 


lowed an old Indian trail, arid by con- 
stant travel tho mud had become PO 
deep that it was almost impassable. 
Many of the pioneers left tho old road 
and struck off into the wilderness, mak- 
ing roads for themselvca. 


Among this number was James Har- 


ris, and all went well for a few days. 
After camping, one night the wind sud- 
denly shifted to the northwest, and a cold 
rain set iu. This was tho eighth day 
after leaving Detroit. The company that 
they had begun their journey with had 
gradually dropped off, and for two days 
they had traveled alone, alone in tho 
great wilderness, unprotected save what 
protection tho canvas covered wagons 
gave them. Was it any wonder that as 
they listened to the howl of the wolf 
and tho hoot of the owl they became a 
little homesick? Harris had made a 
great firo of dry brush, and while it was 
burning brightly the family had gone 
to Bleep. 
From this sleep tho young 


mother was aroused by a sharp, hoarse 
cough from her baby. She immediately 
awoke her husband, fresh fuel was 
thrown on the firo, and as it blazed up 
the young mother peered anxiously into 
tho face of baby Ruth. One glance at 
the little drawn face resting on her arm, 
aud the mother knew that the baby had 
that dread disease, tho croup. Every- 
thing was done for tho lutle sufferer 
that the distracted parents could do. 
They wero young and inexperienced, 
and all night long they fought for the 
lifo of their little one, but all in vain. 
Just as the first glimmer of lighfc ap- 
peared in tho east tho spirit of baby 
Ruth took its flight. Tho young mother,
